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HOW EUROPE REJOICED WHEN PEACE TREATY WAS SIGNED 


L OF TREATY

W ashington. 
July 
15.— President 
Wilson will fight to the last 
ditch 
against reservatio ns by the 
United 
States to the German peace treaty . 
This was again emphasized by admin­ 
istratio n leaders today . 
Predictions th at the president would 
agree to inconseq uential changes thru 
reservatio ns to “save the faces" 
of 
certain senators, were said to be utter­ 
ly w ithout foundation by adm inistra- 
ion leaders. They insisted th at 
pres­ 
ident has thoroughly canvassed 
the 
general situation and that he is con­ 
vinced the opposition cannot m uster 
enough senate votes for any single 
reservation in order to incorporate it 
in the treaty . 
Since his arrival in W ashington the 
president has dealt personally 
with 
certain Democrat senators who were 
reported to be wavering in their re­ 
po rt of the treaty . 
As a result of 
these conferences, 
Mr. Wilson was 
said by the men closest to him- to be | 
certain th at there will not be more 
than one democratic senator— Reed of 
M issouri—recorded in favor 
of 
any 
modifications of the treaty . The pres­ 
ident also believes th at so fa r as the 
Shantung agreem ent 
is 
concerned 
he will he able to explain his action in 
this connection so th at certain Repub­ 
lican votes which are lined up in op­ 
position to the treaty largely because 
of this one provision, will be available 
fo r ratification. 
The President is very anxious, his 
advisors say , to explain the Shantung 
situatio n to the senate. 
He has dis­ 
covered th at many of the facts con­ 
cerning these negotiations have not 
been made plain, even to adm inistra­ 
tion lieutenants, in the upper branch 
of 
congress. 
When the president 
appears before the foreign relations 
committee to tell of these 
nego tia­ 
tions he will rpake the following rev­ 
elatio ns: 
First- th at G reat Britain, 
France 
and Italy had bound themselves in the 
most explicit term s, by a secret tVeatv 
entered into with Japan a t the com­ 
mencement of the war- to confer 
in 
perpetuity on Japan all ,rights 
and 
benefits enjoy ed by Germany under its 
“term ” treaty with 
China 
extorted 
from the latter country .

Second, that the 
Chinese 
govern­ 
ment also had entered into 
a 
secret 
agreem ent with Tokior—Chinese dip­ 
lom ats say it was exto rted— whereby 
Japan was given concessions 
along 
the lines of the so-called 22 demands 
o riginally insisted on by Japan 
and 
later reluctantly withdrawn follow­ 
ing a vigorous 
pro test by the state 
departm ent. 
Third- th at 
when 
he 
(President 
Wilson) after 
a 
conference 
with 


W ellington Roo, one of the 
Chinese 
peace com m issioners,protested against 
Japan retaining any rights whatever 
at Shantung, 
the 
representative of 
G reat Britain, Mr. Lloy d George; of 
France, M. Clemenceau and of Italy , 
Senor Orlando- produced 
the 
secret 
treaty and announced th at its term s 
were in every way binding upon them 
and th at they were prepared to insist 
that Japan should have 
all conces­ 
sions promised. 
This left the United 
States absolutely alone in opposition. 
Fo urth, th at fo r more 
than 
ten 
day s he (the president) fought the 
Japanese claims with the result that 
he secured the 
following 
modifica­ 
tions. which were agreed to by 
the 
Japanese peace delegates and ratified 
by the British- French 
and 
Italian 
premiers: That Japan will surrender 
to China all territo rial rights within 
the Shantung peninsula including the 
fortified area of Tsing Tau; agree to 
withdraw all Japanese 
tro o ps from 
the area of the 
peninsula, reserving 
only the right to create fo ur settle­ 
ments thereon, but outside 
of 
the 
fo rtified districts; th at Japan willsub- 
stitute Chinese police 
fo r 
Japanese 
railway guards, reserving the right, 
however, first 
to 
train them with 
Japanese officers; th at Japan will re­ 
tain the 
ownership 
and 
operation 
rights of the railw ay 
lines 
on the 
peninsula, but will 
accept 
jurisdic­ 
tion by the League of Nations coun­ 
cil when formed regarding the term 
th at ownership and operation shall 
continue. 
How far this explanation 
will 
go 
towards satisfy ing the senato rs who 
have opposed the Shantung settlem ent 
in every way , cannot be fo recast at 
the present time. 
However, adminis­ 
tratio n leaders believe th at it will win 
votes in as much as it is conceded that 
the president found the cards stacked 
on this q uestion and Japan and her 
claims solidly supported by her o rig­ 
inal allies in the war. 
So far as oposition to section IO of 
the League of Nations constitution is 
concerned, the president, his advisors 
say , will call the attentio n 
of 
the 
senato rs to the fact th at in order 
th at any action under that 
section 
should be binding upon 
the 
United 
States th at action must be 
approved 
by the United States itself 
through 
its representative 
on 
the 
council. 
And it will be argued th at approval 
would certainly be withheld until the 
attitude of the American people to ­ 
wards the problem tinder 
discussion 
could be ascertained. 
The president was said today 
by 
officials of the adm inistratio n to be 
very confident th at when he has had 
opportunity to reveal the various de­ 
tails of the negotiations at Paris to 
the senators- a good part of the op­ 
position to the treaty will disappear.

W ashington, July 15.—C haracteriz­ 
ing the League of Nations as “the 
starting of the highway of peace,” 
Senator Oscar Underwood

league, announced in a speech in the 
senate this afterno o n th at he would 
support the league without am end­ 
ment o r reservation. 
“ We face a condition not a theory ," 
said Underwood. 
“ Dangers to 
our 
people and o ur republic that' werenot 
dream ed of a century ago co nfro nt us 
today a t our very doors, a threatening 
menace to o ur lives, our civilization 
and o ur institutions. 
Shall we con­ 
tinue to dream of the ideals of the 
past, o r meet as .practical men the 
dangers of the future? 
“The forem ost 
q uestion 
in

mind o f America today is the future 
preservation of the

world and well may this be so. There 
may have been many causes of war 
in the past, but the dom inating causer. 
of war among the great, nations of 
the world have been the desire for 
the possession of land and colonies. 
“I am not prepared to say th a t the 
adoption of the present treaty carries 
within itself the elimination of these 
causes of w ar, o r th at iii the 
end 
there will be no more w ars; but I do

“ Let me say th a t I do no t regard 
the o rganization of the League as a 
super government. 
No super govern­ 
ment could exist w itho ut power to 
maintain itself. 
“The announcement o f w ithdraw al 
from the compact by either France, 
the United States or G reat B ritian 
would at once destroy the binding 
force and moral power of the League 
in the world’s affairs. 
So. w ith the 
right to withdraw, I feel th a t there 
is no need to fear the dangero us sur­ 
render of any o f 
the 
fundam ental 
principles and rights of the American 
people. 
Therefore, I am willing to 
take it and try it and hope th a t from 
the seed th at is planted today , in its 
fruition the final peace of the world 
may be found. 
“This is not a stro ng o r definite 
agreement, but out of its term s, I 
am hopeful th at there will come a 
gradual disarm am ent o f the world, the 
lifting of the burden of the prepara­ 
tion fo rw ar from the 
shoulders o f 
striving hum anity and the greater 
inducement to settle disputes thro ugh 
the high co urt of arbitratio n, rather 
than the decision of brutal force."

The public, busy 
with the im po rtant m atters pertain­ 
ing to reconstruction afte r the war. 
has but limited consideration fo r men 
who disregard the law.

Creek.

r HOW EUROPE REJOICED WHEN PEACE TREATY WAS SIGNED 


By John Edwin Nevin. 
Washington- 
July 
15.— President 
Wilson will fight to the last 
ditch 
against reservations by the 
United 
States to the German peace treaty. 
This was again emphasized by admin­ 
istration leaders today. 
Predictions that the president would 
agree to inconsequential changes thru 
reservations to “save the faces” 
of 
certain senators, were said to he utter­ 
ly without foundation by administra- 
ion leaders. They insisted that 
pres­ 
ident has thoroughly canvassed 
the 
general situation and that he is con­ 
vinced the opposition cannot muster 
enough senate votes for any single 
reservation in order to incorporate it 
in the treaty. 
Since his arrival in Washington the 
president has dealt personally 
with 
certain Democrat senators who were 
reported to be wavering in their re­ 
port of the treaty. 
As a result of 
these conferences, 
Mr. Wilson was 
said by the men closest to him. to be 
certain that there will not be more 
than one democratic senator— Reed of 
Missouri—recorded in favor 
of 
any 
modifications of the treaty. The pres­ 
ident also believes that so far as the ! 
Shantung agreement 
is 
concerned j 
he will he able to explain his action in 
this connection so that certain Repub­ 
lican votes which are lined up in op­ 
position to the treaty largely because 
of this one provision, will he available 
for ratification. 
The President is very anxious, his 
advisors say, to explain the Shantung 
situation to the senate. 
He has dis­ 
covered that many of the facts con­ 
cerning these negotiations have not 
been made plain, even to administra­ 
tion lieutenants, in the upper branch 
of 
congress. 
When the president 
appears before the foreign relations 
committee to tell of these 
negotia­ 
tions he will make the following rev­ 
elations: 
First- that Great Britain, 
France 
and Italy had bound themselves in the 
most explicit terms, by a secret tVeatV 
entered into with Japan at the com­ 
mencement of the war- to confer

benefits enjoyed by Germany under its

were in every way binding upon them 
and that they were prepared to insist 
that Japan should have 
all conces-j 
sions promised. 
This left the United 
States absolutely alone in opposition. 
Fourth, that for more 
than

days he (the president) fought the 
Japanese claims with the result that 
he secured the 
following 
modifica­ 
tions. which were agreed to by 
the 
Japanese peace delegates and ratified 
by the British- French 
and 
Italian 
premiers: That Japan will surrender 
to China all territorial rights within 
the Shantung peninsula including the 
fortified area of Tsing Tau; agree to 
withdraw all Japanese 
troops from 
the area of the 
peninsula, reserving 
only the right to create four settle­ 
ments thereon, but outside 
of 
the 
fortified districts; that Japan willsub- 
stitute Chinese police 
for 
Japanese 
railway guards, reserving the right, 
however, first 
to 
train them with 
Japanese officers; that Japan will re­ 
tain the 
ownership 
and 
operation 
rights of the railway 
lines 
on 
the 
peninsula, hut will 
accept 
jurisdic­ 
tion by the League of Nations coun­ 
cil when formed regarding the term 
that ownership and operation shall 
continue. 
How far this explanation 
will 
go 
towards satisfying the senators who 
have opposed the Shantung settlement j 
in every way, cannot be forecast at I 
the present time. 
However- adminis- j 
tration leaders believe that it will win J 
votes in as much as it is conceded that I 
the president found the cards stacked i 
on this question and Japan and her 
claims solidly supported by her orig­ 
inal allies in the war. 
So far as oposition to section IO of 
the League of Nations constitution Is 
concerned, the president, his advisors 
say, will call the attention 
of 
the 
senators to the fact that in order 
that any action under that 
section 
should be binding upon 
the 
United 
States that action must be 
approved 
by the United States itself 
through 
its representative 
on 
the 
council. 
And it will be argued that approval 
would certainly be withheld until the 
attitude of the American people to­ 
wards the problem tinder 
discussion 
could be ascertained. 
The president was said today 
by 
offcials of the administration to be 
very confident that when he has had 
opportunity to reveal the various de­ 
tails of the negotiations at Paris to 
the senators, a good part of the op­ 
position to the treaty will disappear.
